SPANISH ATfiOCITJESKECOUNTEI 


Many Letters Read Beeitiug Inci 


dents of Extreme Cruelty to 


Cubans. 


WASUINQTOX, March 17,— The Cuban 


debate In the senate is drawing to a close 
and the expectation ia that a final vote 
will be taken within a day or two, potf- 
eiblr tomorrow. Bhermaa U keeping 
the question before the senate continu- 
ously, DO that the speeches are not 
likely to laat much longer. Mr. Mills ol 
Texaa and Mr. I'latt of Connecticut are 
yet to be heard, but their remarka will 
not be lengthy. Morgan occupied al- 
most the entire session today, speaking 
until nearly 6 o'clock tonight in support 
of the resolutions. 


Sir. Mortjan eaid the Spanish minis- 


ter'e atatement made public yesterday 
waa a moat weak effort. It had been 
kept in secret doubtless because a!l its 
propheaieB of subduing the insurgents 
were disproved by facts. The Spanish 
minister pleaded that the insurgents 
would not come out for au open fight, 
for the etiquette and chivalry of Spanish 
warfare. 


And yet the insurgents free their pris- 


oners, being unable to feed them and 
they maintain no prisons such aa the 
Spanish have at Geuta, Africa. Suain'g 
conduct of the war in Cuba ran with 
blood. 


The Spanish minister's reference to 


fiuear and our interests in sugar, was 
not sufficient, said Mr. Morgan, to 
sweeten the sentiment of the committee 
and lead it to close its eyes to the feeling 
of the American people. The senator 
said this Spanish minister in hifi atate- 
ment admitted a condition of war exist- 
ing in Cuba. 


Mr. Morcan referred to Minister Du- 


pay de .Lome's "celebrated diatribe" 
criticiBing aenatora and appealing over 
their heads to the American people. 
Such an act by a "supercilious foreign 
minister" was most remarkable, and it 
would be high time for the American 
congrese to retire if the American peo- 
ple ever listened to the appeal of a for- 
eigner, calling in question words used itt 
•debate. 


After reading Buchanan's letter,wbile 


secretary of state, to a foreign minister, 
•declaring that the government would 
not entertain inquiries aa to subjects 
treated in a President's messaue, Mr. 
Morgan said : 


"Would to God we had some ono now 


who bad Borne comprehension of the 
lights of the different denartmenta of- 
the government." 


The senator read another letter from 


"Secretary Fiab, saying that a public 
•criticism by a foreign minister warrant- 
ed bis dismissal. 


"I have not asked for the dismissal of 


the Spanish mmistei," tiroceedcd Mr. 
Morgan; "let him stay hereof he wants 
to: but I ha've the constitutional right 
•of protection against assaults from a 
man holding a commission from a' for- 
eign government." ' 


Mr. Hale called attention to a state- 


ment made by Mr. Sherman that the 
Spanish minister bad a right to defend 
his country before the people. 


Mr. Morgan responded tbat Mr. Hale 


was always ready to find ample author- 
ity lor differing or agreeing with Mr. 
•Sherman, aa circumstances might war- 
rant. Yesterday Mr. Hale intimated 
that the Ohio senator (Sherman) had 
suppressed documents. Today Mr. Hale 
quoted the Ohio senator approvingly m 
opposition to him (Morgan). But, ad- 
ded Mr. Morgan, Mr. Sherman's views 
on this question of propriety concerning 
the course of a foreign minister did not 
govern him. 


Mr. Morgan went on to say that it 


was essential that foreign ministers be 
reprimanded, and, if it need be, dis- 
missed for assaults on senators for words 
used in debate. It was the duty oi the 
executive authorities toextend this pro- 
tection. If an attack was made on tbe 
.floor of- the senate on the President of 
the United States, it would quickly 
bring him (Morgan) to his feet in pro- 
test. The senator then had the clerk 
read tbe reply of Gonzales Quesada, 
secretary of the Cuban junta, to the 
Spanish minister's letter. It related 
such shocking details aa to indignities 
on naked Cuban women by Spanish 
troops ttiat Mr. Chandler urged that tbe 
statement he printed but not read. 


Mr. Morgan assented, but Mr. Hale 


insisted that the statement be read in 
•full, in order, as he said, that ita credi- 
bility might be judged. Mr. Morgan 
eaid be did not vouch -for the truth oi 
.SenorQueaada's statements, bntheas- 
eerted that Quesada's character was 
quite as good as that of Minister de 
Lome. 


The reading of the Queaada. statement 


proceeded, giving details of alleged 
atrocities by General Weyler, ttie brand- 
ing of women on their breasie, the as- 
saulting of defenEBless women, etc. 


At the cloae of the statement Mr, 


Hale rose to state that he had this hor- 
lible ricital read in full in order to show 
that awful atrocities would not be ac- 
cepted as true unless accompanied by 
evidence. 


They would not be believed on the 


mere promise of giving facto at a 6ubae- 
-queut day. Mr. Hale added that he did 
not believe those atfttemrnts of 
the 


Spanish General's horrible atrocities. 
They were figments of the brain. 


Mr. Morgan read further evidence of 


the Spanish cruelty in Cuba. One re- 
•ferredto the massacre of seven young 
men who were stood against a wall and 
ehot to pieces by a regiment of soldiers. 


"Who is responsible for that state- 
ment?" asked Mr. Hale. "Is any name 
signed to that recital?" 


Mr. Morgan aaid it was taken from the 


recital of an eye witness given in a J*ew 
York paper. The massacre of students 
were historically established beyond a 
question. If Mr. Hale insisted on hav- 
inc witnesses it would be necessary to 
bring Minister Dupuy de Lome and 
Gonzalca Queaada to the bar of the Ben- 
ate. 


Morgan went on to read from personal 


letters received by him giving the ex- 
perience of men in Cuba. The letters 
told of violation of girls and the massa- 
cre ol women and children. Sis men 
paiherinc bananas were k'illed and ba- 
nanas stuffed down thoir throats as a 
joke. A Cuban general waa stripped of 
his clothes and exhibited before crowds 
of women, then killed and bis body 
dragged a mile. A bpniitiful jrirl waa 
torn from her mother aud carried off by 
n Spanish oilicer. 


The»e atrocitiej were given with great 


minuteness, said to lie tho personal ob- 
B^rvation of the writers M tbe letters. 
Mr. Morgan said the wrl.jr was a grad- 
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uateoi the Virginia military academy. 


Another letter was from a Philade 


pbian, who recounted atrocities wi 
nesaed by him, and another from tiei 
eral Daniel Dickena, formerly Unite 
States minister to Spain. Mr, Morgai 
eaid tbe letters disclosed the existenc 
of a bloody war, and it was the duty o 
congress to recognize that condition o 
war as existing. The senator said i 
bad received postal cards from th 
north, bidding him to leave the countr 
and console witli the negro, Maceo. BQ 
lie could not be diverted by these insult 
or by the attack of some newspaper 
which asserted he was seeking a wa 
with Spain in order to bring about the 
restoration of silver coinage. 


"I would rather be in a cabinet with 


Gomez and Maceo than with Baimaceda 
and Weyler," declared Mr. Morgan. 


Mr. Morgan aaid he believed the Pres- 


ident should approve the course of con- 
jreaa, but if he did not congress would 
have discharged its duty to the people 
and the responsibility would be left 
with the President. 


Morgan did not wish to give Spain 


my cause for complaint, and he there- 
fore favored the mild, firm resolutions 
now pending. 


"And yet," added the senator in C!OH- 


ng, "I have not doubted that any ac- 
ion would cause^thia fanatical nation to 
take op the gunge of war." 


Mr. Milla of Teiasgave notice thath 


would follow ofa the Cuban question to 
morrow. 


At 5.40 p.m. the aenate adjourned un 
il tomorrow. 


HOUSE. 


WASHIXGTOS, March 17.— The house 
evoted the day to the bill to amend the 


administrative act of 1890 and passed i 
without substantial amendment. 


The purpose of the hill ia to strengthen 
16 net of 1890, some weak spots having 
leen developed d urine the nix years il 
has been in operation. 'The bill was 
rawn after extensive hearing and upon 
ie advice and with the assistance ol 
IB treasury department, the board of 
general appraisers, importers and others 
pith practical experience on the subject. 
One of the most important changes 
makes increased duties and penalties 
or under- valuation of commerce at the 
point of under-valuation and not at 1 
per cent above the under-valuation, as 
provided by the present law. 


During the debate Mr. Johnson, Re- 


publican of California; asked ilr. Payne 
why the ways and means committee had 
not reported a bill reforming the tariff 
•achedules. 


"If we were simply playing to the 


galleries," 
replied Mr. Payne, "we 


might bring in such a bill, knowing it 
coqld not become a law. I hope to join 
with the gentleman from California in 
the Fifty-fifth congress in the enact- 
ment ol a law that will furnish ample 
protection 
of American indnatriea."

COMMANDER APPOINTED 


TO CONDUCT THE BRITISH-EGYP- 


TIAN EXPEDITION. 


Slatin Pasha Will Take a Prom- 


lueut Part in tlic Soudan 


Campaign. 
\ 


CAIRO, March 17.— Sir H. H. Kitch- 


ener, the brigadier general in command 
of Egyptian forces, has been definitely 
appointed to command the British- 
Egyptian expedition which will advance 
on April 1st on Wady Haifa up-to the 
Sile towards Dongola. Slatin Pasha, 
formerly an officer of the Austrian and 
Egyptian armies, «and who recently 
escaped from Omdurman, after having 
been nearly seventeen years in captiv- 
ity in the Soudan, will take part in the 
expedition . 


There are few men who ars better able 


to assist the British expeditionary forces 
Lhan: Slatin Pasha. He went to the 
:oudan in 1876-77 as a traveler, and at 
;he end of the latter year waa appointed 
inspector-general of the forces by Gen- 
eral Gordon, an old friend oC his. 
Later ho was appointed governor of 
Western Darfur by the theu Khedive, 
Tewfik Pasha. 


While occupying that poet he fought 


twenty-seven battles against Mahdiats 
and lost the greater part of his troops 
and almost all his ammunition. He was 
cut off from communication with Khar- 
toum and El Obeid and was eventually 
forced to surrender. In bue battle be 
went out against the forces of the Mahdi 
with 10,000 men, and being suddenly at- 
tacked in less than half an hour -he had 
only 903 left. Yet with these few men 
tie managed to retreat with hia wounded. 


After the fall of Khartoum, having 


been eight months in chains and nearly 
starved, he waa released by the Khalifa 
an condition that ho would never leave 
his presence and was lodged in a house 
next to the Khalifa's residence. 


The story of his escape ia full of inter- 


est. Slatin Pasbaaaysthat the Khalifa, 
in spite of reverses during recent years, 
is stiil very powerful, and that at Om- 
durman, where the Khalifa's court and 
principal garrison is boused, there are 
about 400,000 persons. Strong garrisons 
are also maintained at other places, 
and 
especially at 
Dongola, where 


it 
is possible the 
Dervishes may 


muster S0,00ty The Khalifa manufac- 
tures his own ammunition, and has a 
quantity of machine guns and plenty of 
modern rifles, similar to those used by 
the Egyptian troops. In fact, thousands 
of them have beun captured in battle.

oven the Democrats laughed. 


In the house a resolution was paaaei 


denouncing the lawlessness and endors 
ing Governor Bradley to the end. The 
troops had dress parade touightand leave 
tomorrow. 


Lieutenant Governor Worthington to- 


day issued the call for a special election 
April 11 th, to fill the vacancy in the sen- 
ate caused 
by Senator Weissin^er'a 


death. _Senator Walton and Senator 
James will resign tomorrow and the gov- 
ernor will order a special election, refus- 
ing to recognize their expulsion by the 
senate. 


The senate committee appointed to 
"investigate" Governor Bradley and 
impeach him for usurpation of office, 
and impose both tine andia-prisonment, 
reported to the senate this morning. 
The report finds that the militia was 
not placed under the control- of any 
civil officer; that members were pre- 
vented from entering. the house; that 
soldiers entered the senate chamber 
while the senate was in session ; that no 
application waff made to the jailer or 
county judge for assistance; that tho 
governor made no inquiry of either 
louae as to the Bit nation and that the 
object, in calling out tbe militia was to 
cast in the joint assembly two votes and 
elect a senator. 
' 


The committee, in closing its report, 


says : 


"The committee, therefore, finds and 


declares that by adoption of this report 
the aenate of Kentucky declare that aaid 
use of the military power of. the com- 
monwealth by the Governor waa un- 
necessary for the preservation of tbe 
jeace or for any other lawful purpose; 
hat aaid military force waa not used by 
.he Governor for the purpose of pre- 
ier?ine the peace, but was used solely 
or partisan political purposes ; that 
said action of the Governor was wholly 
without warrant of law, and was and ia 
low a flagrant subversion of the civil 
authority be the military power of the 
commonwealth."

Beriouely by exclusion under the pro- 
posed bill," he- said, "furnish the emi- 
grants who do not go to the weat or 
eouth where immigration ia needed, but 
who remain ou the Atlantic seaboard, 
where immigrants are not needed, and 
where their presence ia most injarioua 
and undesirable. The immigrants ex- 
cluded by the illiteracy teat are those 
who remain for tun most part in con- 
gested masses in our great cities. • They 
furnish a larce proportion of too popu- 
lation of theslums." 


The question of the advisability of re- 


stricting immigration was a subject, the 
senator thought, of the greatest magni- 
tude and the moat far-reaching import- 
ance.

A petition for a rehearing was 
granted and today the supreme court 
decided to issue u peremptory writ of 
mandate to compel the hoard to hear 
the application for the franchise and 
pass on its merits without reference to 
the bids received. 


Thft court takes the view that the 


legislature did not intend the act to ap- 
ply to other than street railways and 
that tho state ia interested in promoting 
railroad construction rather than ham- 
pering it.

Yesterday his brother at Banta 
Cruz received a letter from him .Baying 
he had Bold his ranch and horses and 
waa going back to Santa Cruz. McCall 
bore a good reputation. He was thought 
to be a harmless fellow, without the 
courage to lire a gun. 


Obie llutton, who ia under arrest for 


complicity in the train robbery, formerly 
lived at Capitola, where he waa a fisher- 
man.

The committee of ten held a meeting 


yesterday at which the chief matter of 
diacuesion was the uncollected subscrip- 
tions to the fund for the purchase of de- 
pot sitea and rights of way for tho Valley 
road. Several thousand dollars have 
not yet been collected, notwithstanding 
the frequent and urgent appealamflde by 
the committee for prompt payment. 


On the atrength of thene subscriptions 


tho committee has made many obliga- 
tions in purchasing property, and me 
monev must he forthcoming. Nearly 
all the subscriptions are eood, and will 
bo collected, but the committee desires 
to avoid-arbitrary measures if possible. 
The treasurer IB unable to call in person 
upon tbe delinquents, but he will auth- 
orize some one to do so, and it is hoped 
that the balance will be collected within, 
a short time. 


In speaking o_f the progress of the- 


road, Chief Engineer Storey said at the 
directors' meeting Wednesday: 
"We expect to have the road finished 


to Fresno in August, and we also expect 
to handle our shareof the crop this year. 
The roadbed was completed to the Tuol- 
uinne river three daya ago, and the tele- 
graph line is within a mile or two of 
that place. The bridge over the Tuol- 
umne will be finished in three or four 
weeka. and in six or aeven weeka the- 
road will be finished to Merced. It will 
then take ua about a month to get across 
the Merced river, but after that the work, 
of cous'tructiou will be comparatively 
easy. We are having some trouble in 
securing the right of way between Mer- 
ced and Fresno, and several condemna- 
tion uuita will be commenced in Merced 
connty within a few days. Bv August,, 
if all goes well, the road'«ill be into 
Fresno and readv for business."

plant, the Australian salt bush, and 
found it grow easily even in alkali and 
nnirrigated soils, I gave the informa- 
tion to your many readers; bnt I did 
not care to "boom" it nor to bighly rec- 
ommend it without demonstrating that 
it was desirable. My hoga did not aeem 
to care about it when I threw it to them 
last summer; perhaps because they 
were being fed on peaches and cream— 
that ia, refuse fruit and milk. Nor did 
the cow aeem to hanker after it, proba- 
bly thinking that alfalfa was good 
enough. My attention has been again 
forcibly drawn to it. While at Bakera- 
field 1 waa, as usual, inquiring about 
desirable products, prices and successful 
experiments. 


Viewing the magnificent public dis- 


play of Iraite, nuts, vegetables, seeds, 
wooda, minerals and graeaes (would we 
had the like at Fresno railroad depot), I 
learned tbat the salt bush had been ex- 
tensively plantnd and thu eeed carefully 
harvested. It ie creditably reported that 
stock eat it readily. 


Toiiay I stepped into the fine display 


of fresh, and dried froita at the Merced 
railroad 
depot. The 
gentleman in 


charge aaid that the Crocker-Huffman 
Land Company had raised considerable 
salt buah hay and harvested a Rood deal 
of eeed, which I understood bim toaay 
was selling in San Francisco for several 
dollars per pound. They have 100 acres 
growing on alkali and dry land. They 
tind stock like it. Moat of mine, I find, 
has been plowed up in the ordinary 
course of cultivation, thus proving that 
it ia not like Johnson grass, difficult to 
eradicate. But what waa left outside 
the plow line haa freely seeded the atrip 
of ground and tho original evergreen 
plants are growing vigorously. So I he- 
Hcve it ia worth tho attention of our 
fanners. T shall Eet out a number of 
plants nnd try my Block with it again.

L'raper, Repub- 
lican of Massachusetts, announced his 
inability to bring himself to vote for the 
resolutions of censure. If the utter- 
ances were inappropriate, the punish- 
ment was too harsh. 


Cousiua' speech in support of the reso- 


lutions was the feature of, the proceed- 
ings. He won for himeelf the highest 
distinction as an orator. His bursts of 
eloquence aroused the house and the 
galleries to unbounded enthusiasm. 


Dinaraore, Democrat of Arkansas,who 


waa minister to Koreadtmng the former 
Cleveland administration, in closing tho 
debate for the day, defended the utter- 
ances of Mr. Bayard, and to the great 
delight of the Democrats read extracts 
from Senator Chandler's interview al- 
leging that the McKinley boomers were 
levying on the protectsd industries. The 
debate will conclude tomorrow. 


In opening his speech in favor of the 


adoption o£ the resolutions, Hitt re- 
viewed the speeches delivered by Mr. 
Bayard. The one at Edinburgh, deliv- 
ered two days after the November elec- 
tion, he cnaracterized, as a "polical di- 
atribe." 
Mr. Bayard's auditors, he said, had 


that day received election returns no 
doubt with great regret and it was to a 
sympathetic foreign audience that he 
delivered his passionate address.

WEYLER'S GREAT PRUDENCE. 


PARIS, March 18.—The French gov- 


ernment evidences tonight that the an- 
nouncement by Bethelot yesterday to 
the remonstrance he had offered against 
the Egyptian campaign up the Kile in 
a conversation with the Marquis of 
Dufferin, has been taken much more 
seriously than they were prepared for. 
The outbreak of approval from the 
French preas and people, and popular 
clamor for even more decisive measures 
of protest seem to have alarmed the 
government and awakened an appre- 
hension that they are being precipitated 
into a position of hostility to the plan of 
Great Britain, backed by the approval 
of thedreibund, which might entai^tbe 
gravest consequences. The enthusiasm 
awakened in France, in 'act, seems to 
enter more intotheapprehonsionaof the 
French ministers than the irritation 
abroad. 


As a consequence steps have been 


taken to dull a little the seemingly sharp 
edge of the communication made to the 
British ambassador by M, Berthelot, 
the minister of foreign affairs. The fol- 
lowing explanation with its distinct 
tones of deprecation is made aerui-offi- 
cially tonight: 


"Yesterday's note was merely a abort 


and rapidly drafted summary of the ob- 
jections which France found it neces- 
sary to formulate in view of the unex- 
pected and audden decision of Great 
Britain. Franca also 
intended 
un- 


luivocally to intimate that ahft did not 
tend to ignore the matter.- But this 


nowise implied a nostile attitude,

The SuiHTvisurs Asked to Help 


Destroy Them. 


The Board ol Supervieora yesterday 


received a written opinion from the dis- 
trict attorney's oiliee in regard to the 
application ol (Jeorje Edwards for the 
refunding to him ot a portion of the 
county liceiise he had paid fora saloon 
in Chinatown which the city auihoritiea 
had closed. The opinion wr.3 written by 
Deputy District Attorney Williams. 


The substance of tha opinion ia tbat a 


license to aell liquor is not a contract nor 
a right of property, but a permit only. 
It ie regulated by law, and the regula- 
tion ie not unreasonable. The city coun- 
cil had a riuht to annex the condition 
that the applicant for the license should 
conduct his business in a way not tu en- 
danger the welfare of the public. The 
money paid for the license ia not a de- 
posit. It goes into the county fund. A 
person whose license is legally revoked 
for failure to comply with the conditions 
and terma on which tho license was is- 
sued, haa no right to a return of any 
part of the money paid ior his license. 
The board is advieed not to refund to 
Mr. Edwards any of the money paid by 
him for the license. 


A committee of citizens from Eaaton 


and the country to the west of that 
place waited on the supervisors with a 
petition numerously signed asking that 
the supervisors help tlie people there 
Sent the rabbit pest.

Tho supervisors postponed action on 


the petition till this morning. If tins 
weather permits, the drive will 1:2 held 
nsxt Saturday whether the snpervi?ora 
buy the fence or not, hut with the fence 
it is believed a great many more rabbits 
can be killed.

Wells al- 
ready bored yield commercial quanti- 
ties, and indications are that better re- 
sults wilt be obtained by going deeper. 
It is the purpose to bore 1000 feet unless 
oil in satisfactory quantities ia reached 
at a less depth.

The purest grades of paris green, how- 


over, ahow slight variations from the 
proportions given above, hut when used 
as an insecticide for the codlin moth, 
should contain at least 50 per cent of 
combined areenioua acid; and fruit 
growers who are in doubt aa to ita pur- 
ity and quality ahould have tho aamo 
tested by sending samples to Professor 
Hilgard at Berkeley. 


In the past two yearn-enormous quan- 


tities of -paris green have bten flold to 
growera, much of which was of very in- 
ferior quality. The results were equally 
as poor, and many growers have thus 
become prejudiced against ita uae. Sam- 
ples of parie green bave been examined, 
with astonishing results. Several sam- 
ples, although of nearly the aaine .shade 
of color ai the pure paria green, were 
found to be a mixture of Pruasian blue 
and 
chrome yellow, clay and chalk. 


Others were found to contain no nraeni- 
ousacid. In many cases the fault lies 
wtth the fruit growers themselves; for 
we have continaaly advised them to use 
tbepuru article, which costs 20 cents 
per pound. This advice haa been disre- 
garded to a considerable extent, and the 
cheapest grades have been purchased 
with little or no results. It waa only 
last wee* that an extensive apple 
"rower, visiting several fltoroa in quest 
of paria green, refused the pure at 20 
cents and had a large quantity shipped 
to him at 4*4 cents per pound; you can 
therefore imagine the results he will 
have from its uue. 


Then again, paria green has been ap- 


plied at the wrong time, and owing to 
thia cauaf) many complain that spraying 
has been of. little or no use to their 
crops. In traveling about tbe stale I 
have 
always found people spraying 


when there was no occasion for it, as 
thi* fruit had crown to such size aa to 
render spraying of no avail; others 
sprayed too POOD, before the petals had 
fallen, and before the ruptlt had de- 
posited her e?gs. Spraying for the cod- 
lin moth, to insure the best feeults. 
must be done at the proper time, and if 
not thoroughly done is a waste of time 
anil material. Those that spray ai the 
proper time, and with the greatest 
thoroughness, are the ones whose fruit, 
commands the beet prices and is much 
Houcbt after. To spray for the codlin 
moth only ouce means that you will 
have a large per cent oi. wormy fruit, 
and a larger per cent if sprayed at the 
wrong time. For instance, what good 
would spraying be if done after the ap- 
plea or peaia have attained the size of a 
walnut, when by this time the worm is 
far into the fruit and beyond reach of 
thepoieon? Also, suppose one spray- 
ing was done at the proper .time and 
then the work abandoned, allowing the 
moth to deposit her epgs, and the little 
worm to enter the fruit, the second or 
third week, when the strength of the 
poison haa become diffused and no 
longer effective? .

of much use. Twejity cents a pound in 
kegs holding 250 pounds is aa cheap as a 
fairly pure article can be obtained in 
San Francisco irora reliable wholesale 
druggists. There ifl no trouble in get- 
ting a practically pure article if orchard- 
ists are willing to pay the above prices; 
but it may as well bo understood that 
the stuff offered at 12 to 15 cents per 
pound ia not a profitable paria green to 
buy, for tbe reason that it does not con- 
tain sattioient poison to do the work re- 
quired. It is a waste of timo and money 
to use this cheap material in eprsiying 
frnit trees. 
The fruit growera in western New- 


York habitually UFR ab.int one pound of 
lime and one pound of parifl urten to 
200 gallons of water. The lime prevents 
"burning" of the leaves. Mr. Over- 
acker uses wheat Hour in hia paria green 
mixtures, and finds it very effective.

ts "Disfovery" in the District At- 


torney's Office and. What 


Came of it. 


The EsptMito) of last evening pub- 


ishes under larce headhnea what it 
'.aims ia a great "discovery" on its 
part, viz: that G. C. Freman is acting 
aa deputy district attorney. With a 
itupidity almost incomprehensible that 
wper says: 


"It was not known that Freman had 


any connection whatever with the office 
of the district attorney since the injunc- 
tion was ieaued by Judge Risley several 
months ago rest rain ine the connty 
auditor from drawing a warrant in favor 
of Freman." 


If the Expositor had read the RKPUBLI 


CAS of November20th, last, and of subse- 
quent datea.it would have known that 
Freman was a deputy district attorney; 
lorthe RSPDBLICAU gavenearlya column 
under large headlines on that date, of 
the proceedings of the supervisors when 
District Attorney Snow was authorised 
to make the appointment, and all the 
details were given. 


Further than that, the -EVpwifor itsel 


at that time, and once or twice after- 
wards, published the fact. -There waa 
nothing secret about it. Now, to come 
out and say that "a sensational discov- 
ery" has been made, and that Freman 
was "secretly appointed deputy district 
attorney" is an exhibition of stupidity 
which could hardly be espectedj even 
from the Expositor. 


Facts are the beat argument in the 


world. 
Let the Expositor's assertion 


that "the people were kept icnorant" o 
Freman:s appointment, and that it was 
"in violation of law," be answered by 
the following plain facts: 


After Mr. Snow was elected distric I 


attorney he appointed one assistant 
district attorney at a salary of $'2000 per 
annum aud two deputy district attor 
neyfl at a salary of $1500 per annum 
each. G. 0. Freman was one of tha 
depntiea appointed at-a salary of $1500 
These appointments were made under 
the connty government act of 1893, anc 
the appointments of all deputies now iu 
the court house were made under the 
same act. 


Subsequently an action was com 


tnenced before Judge Rieley, who de- 
cided that the provisions of this ac 
were invalid and that District Attorney 
Snow had no right to appoint a depute 
district attorney nnder it. A test case 
waa made against Deputy District At 
torney Freman, aud after the decision 
Auditor Barnum, acting upon lega 
advice, refused 
to 
draw 
warrants 


for any of the deputies appointed 
in the various county officers. This con 
dition of things existed until Deputy 
Auditor Hogue commenced an action ti 
recover his salary while a deputy by an 
appointment made nnder the same ac 
of 1893. Tho provision under which 
Mr. Freman was appointed a deputy is 
identical with the section under which 
Mr. Hogue received his appointment. 


Ju dee Webb decided that the law was 


constitutional, and ordered-the auditor 
to par Mr. Hogue his salary. Acting 
npon the authority of Judge Webb's de 
cision, the auditor has since been draw 
ing warrants for all of the deputies er 
cept Mr. Freman.' 


A short time after this decision o 


Judge "Webb, a similar action was com 
menced in the county of Tulare, anr 
Judge Carter of thia connty waa callet 
upon to try the case. After a carefu 
consideration of the provisions of thi 
act of 1893, concerning the appointmen 
of deputies, Judge Garter decided tbat i 
was constitutional and valid,, the da tut 
as Judge Webb had previously decided 
in the caee of Hogne vs. Earnum. 


So we have three decisions upon thi 


question, by the three judges of the su 
perior court of ihia county, two in favo 
of the act anu one against it. . 


Under this act of 189o, the supervis 


ora are given tbe power to authorize the 
district attorney to appoint an aasistftn 
district attorney at a salary of floOO pe 
annum, in addition to the one aaeistan 
and two deputies which the district &1 
torney is allowed to appoint withoutth 
permission from the board. When Mr 
Snow entered upon the discharge of hi 
duties as district attorney, he did oo 
aefc the board for an assistant unde 
thia provision, and did not ask ior EUC 
assistant until he had been deprived o 
one-of his deputies. 


On the 19th of November, 1895, Mr 


Snow appeared before the Board of Eu 
pervisors and stated that he require 
more assistance in his office, and aske 
their permission to appoint an asalstan 
to fill the place formerly occupied by Mr 
Freman. This permission was promptl 
granted by the board, aud on that aaui 
day the Expositor mentioned the fact in 
an'item headed "A Contingency Reso 
lution Before the Supervisors " On th 
21 ?t of the same n>onth the 
Ej."posito 


contained a half colnmn article on th 
eaine subject.

folly reported the action of the board : 
thin particular. 


On the second of December following 


Mr. Snow filed in the clerk'a office hi 
written appointment of Mr. Frema 
under the order of the board, and Mi 
Fremen immediately filed his officia 
oath and entered, upon the discharge o 
hia duties under this new appointmen 
having lopt hia salarv for one mont 
under the decision of Judge Risley. A 
of these transactiona were placed upo 
record at the time, and have at all time 
been open to public inspection, so tha 
the charge of secrecy falla to the ground 
even if the matter had not been esten 
sively noticed by the newspapers at th 
time. 


The provision under which Mr. Fre 


man IB now acting has never been paseet 
upon by any conrt in this state, and sev 
eral district attorneys at present hav 
deputies acting under tbie section of th 
act of 1893. The section reads as fol 
lows: "The board of supervisors hav 
power to authorize the district aftorne; 
to appoint ah assistant district attorney 
which office is hereby created, who shn 
receive aa compensation for his service 
the sum of $1500 per nnnnm, to be pai 
out ot the county treasury in equa 
monthlv in stall merits, in tbe same men 
ner and at the same time other conr 
officials are paid." 


It is generally conceded by lawyer 


that this faction is entirely free fron 
the constitutional objec.tionfl that hav 
been raised against all the othsr pro 
visions of the ant which provide for th 
appointment of deputies, and if this ap 
pointment is declared illegal it is don hi 
ful if a depnty in thie connty can draw 
a salary under the provisions of this act 


To thoso who are acquainted with th 


courts and the work done in the diatric 
attorney's office, it is not necessary t 
pay that Mr. Freman has at all time 
capably performed thn dntiefl of hi 
office 
He nefcdn no recrcmmendatii 


to the people of thie community.

SUPERIOR COURT JUDGES. 


Should They Hold Office by Ap- 


pointment. 


EDITOR REPUBLICAN :—Should judges 


of the superior court be elected or ap- 
pointed? This question has been fre- 
quently discussed. Criticism IB being 
made by aome newspapers concerning a 
recent decision by the supreme cour 
wherein it gave it out as the law that a 
trial court had tho right to sat aside a 
verdict of a jury and grant a new trial i* 
the evidence, In its opinion, did nol 
warrant the conclusion reached by the 
jnry. This justifies, I believe, a discus 
aion of this subject. 


It is not reasonable to'believe that th< 


act of elevating a man to a judicial posi 
tion changes hia true nature or diaposi 
tion; that it makes the ignorant learned 
or the dishonest honest; that it makes 
the liar truthful, or tbe cruel man mer 
cifnl; therefore, we must take tbu man 
elected as he is and not as we would like 
him to be. tfo the question ie, which 
plan, election or appointment, will give 
us the most aatiefactory results, and 
place in power over ua tho most trust 
worthy man? 


I eay tbe appointment, for the reason 


that the elected judges of today are re 
gponsible to no one. They are not even 
required to give Iwada and cannot be re- 
moved from office for any misconduc 
eave branch a difficult process that few 
men would have the courage to try to 
bring it about. They are chosen by 
their respective parties, not on aceoun 
of their legal learning, nor on thei; 
standing in the community, but solely 
ou the one idea of their availability ai 
candidates. Can our man beat -thi 
other fellow? 
If a dozen men "offer 


themselves as candidates before a, con 
vention, their merits are not discuaeei 
with the view of ascertaining their 
knowledge of the law, their private livei 
or their honesty, but, "Thia man ii 
strong with the A. F. A.'s; that man 
with the Catholics; that man 
with 


the eafoon element; this man with the 
temperance people," and not one time 
in a thousand is the question asked 
does he know the law? 


Again, the election plan debars the 


best qualified lawyers from Keeking judi 
cial honors. They do not know how tc 
work the wires; what "jimmy the 
Tough" can do with the "pnah," or how 
they can swap votes with the candidate 
for some other office; and, as a result 
onr beat" Known lawyers are seldom 
candidates. 


Now, 
were the plan of appointment 


adopted, the appointine power would hi 
directly responsible for the parson ap 
pointed. An applicant would be chosen 
on his merits and not on his strength in 
a certain political quarter; and, last bn 
not Jeast, the judiciary would be takei 
out of politics, which is something thai 
every man in this state knows ought to 
be done. I should like to eee tried this 
plan: 
Appointments for sir year 


terms; a reappointmeut for three terms 
to be for life, or during good bedavior 
(reward of merit)', no man to serve in 
a county where he has resided or prac- 
ticed law (then he has no friends to re- 
ward or enemies to punish;: make two 
years the limit of time that a judge can 
at.iy in a county, and pay a salary o 
$5000 per year.

»f man. The circumstances under which 
,he memory of the tragedy is revived 
are peculiar. It appears that while the 
angel of death, summoned by a moat 
foul and brutal deed, stalked by tbe Mo 
M'hirter resident, in the alley close at 
tiand Cupid held hia court. A stranger 
or a most ghaatly juxtaposition it would 
be impossible to imagine. Foul murder 
and amorous dalliance I Ghastly wounda 
whence the life tide flowed, and love's 
young dream!

Will 
you contend that the two men whom he 
saw running from the scene of that kill- 
ing were merely present on that occasion 
to see that Mr. McWhirter murdered 
himself in good shape? Or will you 
contend that they merely happened to 
see the tragedy and were forever after 
stricken dumb bv its horror? If you 
do, your contentions will be little, 
if any, more • absurd than thoao ol 
the 
past. 
This ia not 
the first 


time the shadowy forms of these two 
fleeing men have flitted across the black 
background of this picture. Now that 
they appear again, will vou still cry 
"suicide,11 regardless of them and of all 
other circumstances that should have 
put a quietus on tbe suicide theory 
when first it was broached? 


Poor Louia McWhirter is dead. He 


was aomewnat too fearless for a world 
wherein cowards and assassins do their 
infamous work. I suppose that humar 
justice never will reach hia slayers, but 
I think it is time now that all men 
ahould admit that ho was moat foully 
and brutally murdered. The evidence 
to tbat effect was, to my mind, clear 
enough in the first place. Now it ie 
overwhelming. The suicide theory ia 
buried.

The San Francisco Call of yesterday 


contains an interview with Edward 
Perkins, now in that city, who is re- 
ported to have been in the alley near 
tbe McWhirter reeidence at the time 
McWhirter waa killed. Tho CaH'a ar- 
ticle is as folIowB: 


Edward Perkins of Fresno is a stu- 


dent at the dental college oi tbe Califor- 
nia State University, which departmen1 


has its headquarters in the Donohoe 
building on Market street. 


Ho ia one of the two young men who 


are aaid to have seen the MeWhirtor 
murderers running from the Rcene of the 
tragedy, and sensational assertions o 
what they might prove in court have 
bean circulated during past few days. 
It has been said that they would swear 


to the identity ot the men that they saw 
running, but according to a statemen 
made for the Call by Perkins, there is 
no foundation for that rumor. 


The rumor of what they knew of thi 


case was mentioned to him, and tha 
this information had been withheld a 
the time of the trial on account of the 
desire to avoid publicity. • 


"Oh, I ain't going to tell about that,' 


said he yesterday, "I don't want to go 
into trouble about the case." 


He was asked whether it was true 


tbat 
he 
could 
identify 
the men 


that he had seen running from the 
place of the murder, and then he said 


"Oh, no! I have never said any such 


thing as that. Pearl Stalling, a young 
man who is cow' living at Santa Ana 
was with me the night of the murde 
and we were near the McWhirter house 
We heard the Bound of a pistol am" 
Pearl said to me, 'There's been aomi 
shooting.' Then somebody came run 
mug toward us and I thought at first i 
was some horses, they made BO umci 
noise, but in a few seconds wo saw tw 
men. 
"There were two men and only twt 


who ran near to where we were, but o 
course I could not say that there were 
not others concerned in the shooting. I 
was impossible to see who the men 
were and we could only tell that there 
were only two men thore. We could no 
eee enough of the men to enable us to 
recognize them and 1 haven't theslight 
eat idea as to how the men looked. 


"Anything that we could have told 


would have hoen of no advantage in a 
murder trial, so we did not say any- 
thing about what we saw. I mentioned 
it to somebody awhile ago though anc 
now it has become public. All that J 
can tell about tbe case ia that there is 
no doubt in my mind that SleWhirtei 
was murdered. He did not commit 
suicide."

GROWING SOGAK BEETS. 


EXTENSIVE EXPEKIlIEJiTS TO BE 


MADE. 


How §c(Ml May Be Procured—Great 


Value of the Indus- 


try. 


The farmers of this county do not 


seem to be taking hold of the sugar beet 
raining proposition with that enthusiasm 
which would be warranted by the im- 
portance of the matter. There is no 
reason—at least no reason has been ad- 
vanced—why the tens of thousands of 
acres of available land in Froano county 
should not-be put to use for the growing 
of sugar beets. But, before men with 
capital will embark extensively in the 
business, they will demand whether 
beets have been successfully 
crown 


here. No one can now answer that 
jiestion in the affirmative. No reason 
van be given why beets will not do well 
here, but the actual test has not bsen 
made, and that ia just what should be 
done. 


P. A. Buell of Stockton has interested 


himself in the matter, and has done 
much toward solving tho problem in 
the only practicable way, as to how 
much of the San Joaquin valley is 
adapted to sugar beets. In a circular 
recently sent out he states his proposi- 
tion as follows: 


"1 ain now attempting to get the farm- 


ers of San Joaquin county and vicinity 
to plant enough beets to make some ex- 
periments with their lands, and with 
tbat end in view, I have arranged with 
Mr. Spreckels to supply me with the 
b»Ht imported sugar beet seed at cost, 
which is 15 cents per pound, provided 
the farmers taking seed, will agree to 
the following conditions, namely: That 
they will furnish a statement of the 
character oi the soil on which tbe beets 
are grown, the size of the tract of land, 
the kind of crop that was raised on tho 
ground the previous year, and that they 
will deliver a sample of the beets for 
analysis, freight paid, to Claus Spreck- 
els, care of P. A. .Buell, Stockton, Cal. 
If thCEC samples are forwarded me T 
will ?ee that they are properly delivered 
and the' result mailed to you within a 
few days thereafter." 


Fresno farmers should take advantage 


of the offer. Of course. Olaus Spreckels 
•is nut trying to build up a California su- 
gar industry solely for his health; but 
••yhile be will make thousands out of it, 
the farmers will make tens of thou- 
sands. 


The followinE concerning what has 


been done for Watsonville by the sugar 
industry is from n letter written by 
John T. Porter, president of the Pajaro 
Valley Bank, to Louis A.Giacomazzi of 
Hanford: 


"The placing of-a factory for manufac- 


ture of beet sugar has been a great bene- 
fit to thia city, as well aa to the farmers. 
During tbe time there was a bounty on 
suuar the farmers received $5 per ton, 
which gave them a large profit. Xow 
they pay $4 per ton, and on the beat 
land there is a good proOt, but they do 
not pay on poor land at that Sgure. If 
it were not for the factory, graaa would 
he growing on the streets of this city, 
while DOW it is one of the most prosper- 
ous little ciiies in the state." 


There is no danger that gra=s will ever 


grow in tbe streets of any of the towns 
in Fresno county, sugar or no sugar; 
but it should need no figures and no 
argument to prove the enormous bene- 
fits tbat would accrue to tbe farmers, 
and the business men as well, from ex- 
tensive sugar culture here. 


Any person who would like further 


information on the subject will receive a 
pamphlet by sending a postal card to 
Mr. Buell at Stockton.
